WHEREAS, the owner of certain property located in Orland Township described in Sections 1 and 2 
herein, has petitioned the Cook County Board of Commissioners to have the property rezoned from R-3 
Single Family Residence District to R-5 Single Family Residence District, and a Special Use in the R-5 
District for a Planned Unit Development of three single family homes, and 

WHEREAS, the said petition was received by the Zoning Board of Appeals of Cook County as Dockets 
#7104 and #7105 and a public hearing was held in regard to said request after due notice, all in 
accordance with the Cook County Zoning Ordinance and the Statutes of the State of Illinois, and 

WHEREAS, the Zoning Board of Appeals entered detailed findings in accordance with the standards set 
forth in the Ordinance recommending that the Cook County Board of Commissioners grant said 
applications for Amendment and Special Use with conditions, and

Chairman Hansen responded that the Duran case is still pending in the federal courts. The chairman 
further commented that SB 1949 may burden county taxpayers no matter how commendable the project. 
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Commissioner Sutker, seconded by Commissioner Schumann, moved to receive and Fde SB 1949. 
The motion carried. 

Cook County Sheriff 

HB 1961 (Dart/Radogno) - Provides that the Sheriff, with the approval of the County Board, may operate 
a residential and transition treatment program for women established by the Department of Corrections. 

Commissioner Daley requested a Roll Call vote to receive and file HB 1961. The yeas and nays 
being as follows: 

Yeas: Chairman Hansen, Vice Chairman Lechowicz, Commissioners Daley and Schumann (4) 
Nays: Commissioners Collins and Sutker (2) 

Absent: Commissioners Moran, Silvestri and Sims (3) 

The Roll Call vote to receive and fde HB 1961 CARRIED. 

Cook County State’s Attorney 

HB 5140 (Lyons-E/Radogno) - Provides that the Department of Public Aid shall delegate to the State’s 
Attorney responsibility with respect to child support parentage establishment, support establishment, 
medical support establishment, support modification, and support enforcement. Authorizes the 
Depailment of Public Aid to contract for management of child support services in counties where the 
State’s Attorney is not operating such a program. 

Chairman Hansen observed the county’s concern over the question of funding such a program. 

Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Collins, moved to receive and fde HB 5140. The 
motion carried. 

Cook Count\ Treasurer 


SB 1666 (Cullerton/Biggins) - Provides that when the county collector discovers that a tax sale should 
not have occurred, he or she shall notify the tax purchaser or subsequent holder of a certificate of 
purchase of intent to declare an administrative sale in error. Also provides for a registry of owners of 
certificate of purchase to be maintained by the county clerk. 

Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Sutker, moved to recommend support of SB 1666. 
The motion carried. 

SB 1668 (Cullerton/Hamos) - Provides that, in provisions requiring a person to deposit with the county 
collector a letter of credit or other unconditional bond in an amount not less than 1.5 times the amount of 
any tax or special assessment due upon property the person intends to purchase at a tax sale, that in no 
event shall the letter of credit or other unconditional bond be in an amount less than $1,000. 

Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Sutker, moved to recommend support of SB 1668. 
The motion carried. 
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SB 2074 (Viverito/Currie) - Provides that the clerk of the court may add a delinquency amount fee to the 
unpaid fines and unpaid costs of conviction. 

Commissioner Sutker, seconded by Commissioner Schumann, moved to recommend support of SB 
2074. The motion carried. 

Criminal Law and Court Administration 


HB 3717 (Daniels/Dillard) and SB 2024 (Dillard/Daniels) - Permits the State Police to require the 
submission of saliva or tissue specimens as well as blood specimens for analysis and categorizing into 
genetic marker groupings. 

Chairman Hansen asked under what circumstances would these bills apply? 

Steve Morrill stated that they would apply following conviction. 

Commissioner Collins also raised the question of the constitutionality of the bills. 

Chairman Hansen commented that any amendment should include the state’s responsibility for any costs. 

Commissioner Schumann, seconded by Commissioner Daley, moved to recommend support of HB 
3717. The motion carried. 

HB 4103 (Howard/DeLeo) - Creates an Ex-Offenders Employment Program through the Illinois 
Department of Employment Security. 

Commissioner Sutker, seconded by Commissioner Collins, moved to recommend support of HB 
4103. The motion carried. 

Elections 


SB 1732 (Dudyez/Saviano) - Requires the State Board of Elections and the Secretary of State to post 
certain voter registration information on their World Wide Web sites. Also provides that in Cook County, 
in a political party with a State central committee elected during the spring primary (Alternative A), a 
county central committee chairman taking office after the bill’s effective date need not be a member of 
the committee. 

Commissioner Sutker, seconded by Commissioner Collins, moved to receive and file SB 1732. The 
motion carried. 

Public Health 


SB 1849 (Walsh-T/Saviano) - Shell bill for “Fairness in Health Care Services Contracting” concerning 
contracts between health care providers and insurers. Draft versions of amendments to this legislation 
have an estimated fiscal impact to the County of more than $20 million. 

Commissioner Sutker, seconded by Commissioner Collins, moved to receive and file SB 1849. The 
motion carried. 
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Home Rule Preemption 

SB 2155 (Burz}'nski/Bost) - Exempts off-road riding facilities from criminal liability due to noise 
emissions. 

Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Schumann, moved to recommend opposition to 
SB 2155. The motion carried. 

Quick Take 

SB 2294 (Klemm/Hannig) - Specifies various actions that must be completed before a unit of local 
government may secure passage of quick-take authority from the General Assembly (similar to SB 550 
and SR 41 from last year.) 

Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Schumann, moved to receive and file SB 2294. 
The motion carried. 

Zoning and Building 

HB 4023 (Slone/Rauschenberger) - Creates the Local Planning Technical Assistance Act to require the 
Department of Commerce and Community Affairs to promote sensible planning and allows the 
Department to make grants to counties and municipalities to implement sensible planning programs. 

Chairman Hansen asked if the phrase “sensible planning programs” is defined in the bill? 

Steve Morrill responded that the phrase is not defined in the bill. 

Commissioner Schumann, seconded by Commissioner Daley, moved to recommend support of HB 
4023. The motion carried. 

HB 5647 (Lyons-E/McCarthy) - Amends the Election Code. In counties with less than 500,000 
population, removes the authority to accept voter registration on the 28th day before the general election 
if that 28th day is not designated for precinct registration. Effective immediately. 

Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Sutker, moved to recommend support of HB 
5647. The motion carried. 

HB 5646 (Lyons-E/McCarthy) - Authorizes election authorities to use in-precinct automatic vote 
tabulating equipment. Establishes procedures for the use of that equipment. Requires that if the 
equipment is used, a voter must insert the ballot into the equipment unless the voter is otherwise entitled 
to assistance in marking his or her ballot. Requires that the equipment have voting defect identification 
capability that returns to the voter a ballot with a voting defect. Defines a voting defect as an over-voted 
ballot or a ballot that cannot be read by the automatic tabulating equipment. Effective immediately. 

Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Sutker, moved to recommend opposition to HB 
5646. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Daley moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Vice Chairman Lechowicz. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

Whereas, the Clerk of the Circuit Court has the responsibility to certify and maintain court records as an 
integral component of criminal history information, to disseminate criminal case dispositions to the 
central state infonnation repository, and to provide access to Cook County criminal case history records 
to public safety and criminal Justice agencies for critical day-to-day decision making; and 
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Whereas, criminal justice information systems in Cook County have been designed to meet agency- 
specific operational needs as autonomous and independent systems, and as such, the information can not 
be readily shared with the courts or other justice agencies and inevitably contains redundancy and 
inconsistency with other information in the system; and 

Whereas, justice information in Cook County must be improved if we are to provide high quality, 
accurate and timely criminal history information to law enforcement officers and the courts for purposes 
of making criminal justice decisions; and

Whereas, an integrated, county-wide justice infonnation system is necessary to ensure that all public, 
private and individual stakeholders in the justice system have the accurate, timely and easily accessible 
information they require to better administer justice and enhance the safety and well being of the people 
of Cook County; and 

Whereas, the development of a strategic plan for an integrated criminal justice information system for 
Cook County that aligns with and supports the statewide integrated justice information plan, will ensure 
that the requirements for Cook County are identified, increasing the effectiveness and applicability of the 
statewide plan to the needs of justice agencies within Cook County; and 

Whereas, a crucial step in the process of realizing an integrated criminal justice information system for 
Cook County is to have a planning body comprised of all the major stakeholders to guide the 
development of the strategic plan. 

Now, therefore, be it resolved, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that a Cook County 
Integrated Criminal Justice Infonnation System Committee be established and charged with preparing a 
plan for the development of an integrated criminal justice information system as follows; 

I. COOK COUNTY INTEGRATED CRIMINAL JUSTICE INFORMATION SYSTEMS 
COMMITTEE 

The Cook County Integrated Criminal Justice Information Systems Committee is hereby 
established. 

II. COMPOSITION OF THE COMMITTEE 

A. The Committee shall be comprised of a designee from each of the following elected or 
appointed offices: the Office of the President, the Clerk of the Circuit Court, the Office of the 
Chief Judge, the State’s Attorney, the Sheriff, the Public Defender, the Cook County 
Department of Corrections, the Adult Probation Department, and the Bureau of Information 
Technology and Automation. The following State of Illinois agencies shall each be invited to 
designate a representative; the Illinois State Police, the Illinois Criminal Justice Information 
Authority, and the Administrative Office of Illinois Courts. The following law enforcement 
agencies shall each be invited to designate a representative: the Chicago Police Department, 
the North Suburban Chiefs of Police Association, the West Suburban Police Chiefs 
Association, the Fifth District Police Chiefs Association, and the South Suburban 
Association of Police Chiefs. 
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B. The Committee shall seek the input, assistance and participation of other public, private and 
public interest groups as necessary or appropriate. 

C. The Clerk of the Circuit Court shall serve as chair of the Committee and may establish ad hoc 
committees or subcommittees as necessary to assist the Committee in completion of the 
Committee’s mission. 

III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEE 

A. Complete a needs assessment that will systematically identify all criminal justice systems in 
Cook County. Review all components of the justice process so that their current and planned 
justice information system environments can be examined and documented. 

B. Conduct a study to identify exchange points between agencies to determine where automation 
will enhance the integration process and make recommendations for automation of those 
exchange points where participants are willing and ready for automation. 

C. Develop a strategic plan for integration of Cook County justice and court information which 
includes, but is not limited to the following: 

• Recommendation of cost-effective solutions that integrate existing criminal justice 
information systems, providing standards for future systems development, which reduce 
technological incompatibility, redundancy and inefficiency. 

• Develop strategies to improve the positive identification of individuals who interact with the 
justice system through the use of enhanced biometrics identification technologies such as flat 
fingerprints and facial recognition. 

• Build upon the significant financial investments already made by Cook County, avoid 
unfunded mandates and identify federal and state grants and other sources of funding 
assistance to finance the integration and improvement of the criminal justice information 
systems in Cook County. 

• Work in partnership with state and local criminal justice agencies and related social service 
agencies to meet operational requirements and needs for shared justice-related information. 

• Ensure that the privacy and civil liberties of all citizens are enhanced rather than diminished 
by implementation of an integrated criminal justice information system. 

D. Report the Committee’s findings, recommendations and strategic plan to the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners no later than May 1,2003.

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois (the “County”) is a home rule unit under Subsection (a) of 
Section 6, Article VII of the Illinois Constitution of 1970; and 

WHEREAS, there exists within the borders of the County a recognized need for decent, well-constructed 
and maintained affordable housing and the need for lower cost financing of business expansion to create 
and retain jobs; and 
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WHEREAS, the County is authorized under state law and the County’s home rule powers, among other 
purposes, (i) to issue revenue bonds (“Bonds”) to finance below market interest rate mortgage loans to 
individuals and to finance below market interest rate loans to businesses and other organizations to 
encourage the creation and retention of jobs and (ii) to issue mortgage credits certificates (“Certificates”) 
to provide housing assistance for qualified individuals; and 

WHEREAS, the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the “Code”) limits the amount of Bonds 
and Certificates that may be issued by the County on a tax-exempt basis under the Code; and 

WHEREAS, the County desires to consider establishing and implementing 2002 Bond and Certificate 
programs with the allocation of its 2002 bond volume cap as defined in Section 146 of the Code (the 
“Volume Cap”) in the amount of $8,197,500.00; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Illinois Private Activity Bond Allocation Act (the “Act”), the County’s 
Volume Cap allocation may be ceded to the State of Illinois if it is not used or allocated to specific 
projects or purposes by April 30, 2002. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the President and the Board of Commissioners of the 
County of Cook, Illinois (“Corporate Authorities”): 

Section 1. Public Purpose. It is hereby found, determined and declared that the purpose of this 
Resolution is to take steps designed to reduce the cost of financing principal residences located in the 
County in order to provide decent, affordable housing for qualifying persons of low and moderate 
income; to provide below market interest rate loans to businesses and other organizations to create and 
retain jobs; and issue bonds for any other purpose allowed by law. 

Section 2. Allocation of Volume Cap. The Corporate Authorities hereby authorize the allocation of the 
entire amount of the County’s Volume Cap for calendar year 2002 to a Single Family Mortgage Bond, a 
Mortgage Credit Certificate Program, an Industrial Revenue Bond Program, any combination thereof, or 
any other purpose allowed by law, to be approved by the Corporate Authorities. 

Section 3. Approval of Further Actions. From and after the adoption of this Resolution, the proper 
officials, agents and employees of the County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to do all 
such acts and things and to execute all such documents as may be necessary to carry' out and comply with 
the provisions of this Resolution or to effectuate the purpose hereof 

Section 4. Effective Date. This Resolution shall be in full force and effect upon its passage and approval.

Resolution to the General Assembly to 
Amend the Child Labor Law 

Providing Relief for Youth Officials, Umpires and Referees 

Whereas, the Illinois Child Labor Law (hereafter “the Law”) referred to as (8201LCS 205/1-22) regulates 
and provides guidelines for the employment of youth under the age of 14; and 
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Whereas, the Law was designed to protect children from the dangers of industrial employment and the 
perils of adults taking advantage of a superior position in the workplace; and 

Whereas, the Law has been admirably and diligently enforced by the Illinois Department of Labor; and 

Whereas, from time to time laws must be reviewed to determine their applicability and relevance to 
contemporary life; and 

Whereas, the Labor Department has interpreted that little leagues and other youth athletic programs 
cannot utilize the services of boys and girls under the age of 14 in these programs with compensation; and 

Whereas, youth officials, referees and umpires play an important role in the administration of these 
sports programs for youths; and 

Whereas, these programs play an important role in providing recreation programs for children; and 

Whereas, the opportunity to be paid for participating in these programs serves as an important 
development tool for young boys and girls in teaching responsibility, developing a work ethic, enhancing 
community participation and instilling leadership skills in these youths. 

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved, that the President and the Board of Commissioners of Cook County 
does hereby promulgate a review of the Law and amendments to same that would exempt government 
affiliated recreation programs, youth clubs and other not-for-profit organizations from the statutory 
provisions prohibiting minors ages 12 and 13 from serving as paid officials, referees, umpires and other 
related positions in youth sport leagues and programs; and
